1 left the party with my 
mmds., Katrina Whe^ter^ Monlque Dlngfe, and Morgan Dingle. When I left, the music was 
off and eimryone at the party liad atoeady left. The apartment was quiet. As we were leawng 
the apartment btTdding^ which Is located on U\e 600 block of Morton St NW^ I saw about 
twenty people standing outssde. They were Just sitting around talkmg. They were not 
drtnklfig. There was also approximately three police cars that were parked on the street and 
two ©IfTcers approadied us. We were walking away from thB area^ when they approached.

Offtcer 
Hoore ^raglaed Nonique by the backof her jacket, around the collar. Monlque tried to reach 
into her pocfcet to get her LD. and she told the officer th^ she was 18 years old, I don't know 
If the officer pu^ed McHilque on the ?:ar, but 1 recall that she was laying against the car with 
%er fece on hood and h&r hands spread acrcKss the hood. Officer Moore then told Monlque to 
put her hands betftfid her hack.

4j4 The officer put a plastic band around her wrists. The officer then put her in the back seat of a 
police car. Katnna walked over to the officer and he explained that he needed certain 
information from Monlque. Katrina then walked over to Monique and told Monique that ail she 
had to do was give the officer her Information and they would let her go. Monlque gave 
Katrina the information and Katrina gave the information to the officer. I heard the officer tell 
Honique that she was going to get a $25 citation. He did not say what the citation was for. 

While Monique had her hands behind her back and was talking to Officer Hoore^ I called 311. 
I called 311 because I felt that the officer was harassing us and I believed that he what he 
was doing to Monique was wrong. I asked the dispatcher what I needed to do to get a 
Sergeant to come down to Morton St The dispatcher told me that she would contact the 
sergeant and have him come out to Morton St The Sergeant, I can't remember his name, 
arrived at the scene. The Sergeant, a black male^ walked over to another officer and started 
talking to him. I then walked over to the Sergeant and told him that I was the one that called 
for Mm. The Sergeant then asked me what was going on and I explained what had happened 
to my friend Hontque. I asked the Sergeant ff the officers had the right to do what thev^ were 
doing. The Sergeant told me that Monique was acting disorderly and refusing to do what the 
officer's asked her to do. I tot^ hira, "okay" and walked away from him. 

The officer let Monique out of the police car and took off the plastic cuffs. He then gave 
Monique back all of her belongings. I walked to the subway station with Katrina, Monique, 
and Morgan. They took the bus home and I drove home. 

While Monique was being handcuffed^ Morgan was crying and talking to someone on the 
phone. I do not know who she was talking to. I do not recall If Morgan said anything to the 
police officers. Katrina was standing with Morgan and was qufet.-^p^^
